Point Way Back.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—(UP) 

King cotton was envisaged today as 
the economic ruler which may lead 
the country from the depression. 

The recent increase in nrice in the 
south’s staple commodity has improv- 
ed conditions there notably and this 
improvement may well spread in other 
directions, according to George R. 
James, veteran federal reserve board 
member who represents the cotton 
area's interests on the governments 
banking and financial agency. Cotton 
was carried from 5 to .8 cents a 
pound in the recent upward com- 


| modity price movement. 


“The cotton growing country is in 
far better shape now than any part 
the country I know anything 
about,” James said today in an ex- 
clusive interview with the United 
Press. “Cotton is coming closer to 
the true relation between value and 
price. 

“The increase in price means there 


will be a lot of liquidation of debts, 


and there should be money left over 
spending which will — stimulate 
business,” 

James did not minimize the debts 
which hang over the southern cotton 
grower from the depression. He be- 
lieves, however, the increased income 
in prospect this year will open the 
way for removing most of these obli- 
gations.

Salt Influences Infant’s Sex, 
GermanWoman Scientist Says

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—(4#)—A 
discovery that salt may partly de- 
termine sex of children, new methods 
of birth control and new reasons why 
some couples are childless were repoft- 
ed to the third international congress} 
of eugenics today. 

The salt discovery was said by its 
author. Agnes Bluhm. of Germany, to 
be only one of seemingly numerous 
sex-determining factors in human be- 
ings. She increased the number of 
female mice by use of sodium, the} 
base of table salt. The salt changed 
hody alkalinity balance. and this) 
change affected sex. 

She pointed to experiments by other 
scientists upon human beings to show 
that the alkalinity change resulting 
from use of salt may be different in 
different races, species and even 
among individuals. Hence salt or oth- 
er chemicals might tend toward male 
births in one family and females in 
another.

The new birth controls are secre- 
tions of the endocrine, or ductless 
glands. one is the anterior pituitary 
gland near the base of the brain. It 
produces temporary sterility. Proteins 
from some other glands have a similar 
effect. These studies were reported by 
Michael F. Gueyer, of the department 
of zoology. University of Wisconsin. 

These endocrine glands play a con- 
siderable role in causing the childless- 
ness of some couples, according to Dr. 
Allan Rowe and associates of 
Evans Memorial hospital. Boston. 

“More than 10 per cent of modern 
involuntarily barren,” 
said Dr. Rowe. “and another 10 per 
cent relatively so. 

“During the past 10 years much 
light has been thrown upon the cause. 
First it is not some single abnormal!.- 
ity, but four or five factors.

Government Manifesto 
Declares Decrees Will 
Be Enforced Regardless 
of Person or Party. 


BERLIN, Aug. 23.—(4)—The Ger- 
man government swiftly met an at- 
tack by Adcif Hitler tonight by is- 
suing a manifesto declaring that se- 
verest penalties for political violence 
would be invoked “against every law- 
breaker, regardless of person or 
party.” 

This manifesto waz ir. answer to 
Hiticr's vigorous assault on death sen- 
tences imposed yesterday on five of 
his followers who were found guilty 
by one of the government’s emergency 
speed courts of a political murder. 

“Heaven may send us torture upon 
torture, but our movement will be 


able to finish this guillotine govern- 
ment,” Hitler declared. 

A few hours after he had issued 
his -fiery. statement the governments 
of the reich and of the State of Prus- 
sia joined in a manifesto which, 
without mentioning him, obviously 
was aimed at the nazi leader. 

“Acts of violence which seriously 
prejudice the authority of the reich 
necessitated President Von Hinden- 
burg’s emergency decree of August ¥ 
pro iding severest penalties for po- 
litical violence,” the manifesto said. 

“The terms of that decree must be 
imposed the same moment they were 
put into effect against every law- 
breaker, regardless of person or party. 
The reich’s government will ise all 
its power to make the law respected 
by everyone and will not allow any- 
one to revolt against it.” 

Emphasizing that the government 
was not willing to yield to political 
pressure in dealing with the five death 
sentences imposed by the speed court 
at Beuthen, the manifesto concluded: 

“Violent charges against verdicts 
should »e addressed to the originators 
of bloody occurrences and not to ‘he 
go ‘rnment which in the interest of 
all had to resort to such sharp meas- 
ures. The government will nip in the

Crisp Says Opponent Has 
Greatly Over-Emphasiz- 
ed Tariff’s Importance. 


LAFAYETE, Ga., Aug. 23.—Taking 
up a subject which Sis opponent has 


sought to make an issue in the sena- 
torial campaign, Representative 
Charles R. Crisp told a great gather- 
ing of Walker county citizens here to- 
day that Governor Richard B, Russell 
Jr. has engaged in a cross misrepre- 
| sentation of the importance of a tariff 
/on jute in its relation to the southern 
'eotton industry. 

Reminding his audience that Gov- 
ernor Russell in his speeches over the 
state was claiming that the substitu- 
tion of cotton bagging for jute would 
result in the consumption of two to 
three million additional bales of Amer- 
ican cotton annually, the Georgia con- 
gressman cited expert testimony be- 
fore the house ways and means com- 
mittee to show that the increase would 
be no more than two hundred thousand 
bales. 

“Somebody is either writing the 
governor's speeches:for him or he is 
grossly misinformed,” said Judge 
Crisp. “Repeatedly he has made the 
statement in his speeches over the 
state that the substitution of cotton 
bagging for jute would require the 
use of two or three additional million 
bales. of cotton each year. The state- 
ment isn’t true at all. Expert testi- 
mony before the house ways and 
means committee at the time a tariff 
on jute was considered showed that 
the maximum requirement of cotton 
for this purpose would only be about 
200,000 bales.” 

“Misrepresentation” Scored. 

Judge Crisp, himself the present 
head of the ways and means commit- 
tee, which .is regarded as the most 

owerful legislative body in either 

ranch of congress, also denounced his 
opponent for continually misrepresent- 
ing his position on the jute tariff. He 
said that Governor Russell persisted 
in stating that he (Mr. Crisp) had op- 
posed a tariff on jute when the offi- 
cial record would show that instead of 
opposing it he had arranged for the 
first hearing at the time southern and 
textile manufacturers sought to have 
the proposed tariff incorporated in the 
Smoot-Hawley bill.

Speaks at Rockmart. 

Judge Crisp came to Lafayette. to- 
day after spending the night at Rome 
with one of his state campaign man- 
agers, Judge G. E. Maddox, who in- 
troduced him to his Walker county 
audience. Before ceming here this 
morning he delivered sn unscheduled 


address to more than 200 citizens of 
Rockmart who gathered there to greet 
him en route from Cedartown, where 
he spoke to an overflowing crowd in 
the Polk county courthouse yester- 
day. Later today he made another 
stirring address to a capacity audi- 
ence at Summerville, in Chattooga 
county. 

At all three places he was received 
enthusiastically and his friends as- 
sured him of his ability to carry this 
immediate section without serious dif- 
ficulty. Judge Crisp has been par- 
ticularly heartened by the pledges of 
support he received at Cedartown 
from friends and members of the 
family of the late Senator W. J. 
Harris, whose unexpired term he is 
seeking and whose body lies buried 
in Polk county, his old home. 

Both here and at Cedartown he 
found friends of the Harris family 
incensed over the treatment accorded 
Mrs. Harris by Governor Russell in 
filling the vacancy caused by her dis- 
tinguished husband’s death.

Congressman Asked .To 
Cite Examples of His 
Constructive Legislation 


CLARKESVILLE, Ga., Aug. 23.— 
Addressing a Habersham county audi- 
ence here this afternoon, Governor 
Richard B. Russell Jr.. in presenting 
his candidacy for the senate, again 
challenged eaustelinas Charles R., 
Crisp to cite examples of legislation 
he had secured for the benefit of his 
state, and repeated his charges that 
Mr. Crisp had been disloyal to cotton 
farmers and had gone out of his way 
to aid the power trust at the cost of 
the masses. : 

Enumerating the principles on 
which he seeks election, the governor 
asserted that first. he wants every 
man who will work giver employment, 
declaring it “all wrong when 8,000,000 
Wage earners are out of employment 
and hungry and poorly clad while 
Storehouses of the land are bulging 
with goods.” 

“Second, I believe that an expansion 
of the national currency would restore 
to the average man his buying power,” 
he said. “When money is cheaper 
commodity prices are higher. We must 
get cheaper money to bring up the 
prices of farm products and other com- 
modities. 

“In the next place, I believe we 
should give the farmer the same tariff 
protection that the nation’s industries 
are given. Especially is he entitled to 
a tariff on jute. At present, the 
farmer is forced to buy everything he 
needs in a closed market and then sell 
everything he sells on an open mar- 
ket, in competition with the products 
of slave labor in foreign lands. 

“I would also do all within my 
power to compel the European na- 
tions owing us money to pay their 
debts and pay them prompcly. 1 
would fight to stop the pernicious sys- 
tem of the international bankers in 
having the United States congress 
forego collections of foreign loans in 
order that the bankers may collec: 
theirs in full.” 

The governor said that in speeches 
all over Georgia he has asked Mr. 
Crisp to cite one bill that he had 
passed during his 20 years tenure 
that actually benefited his state, and 
that his opponent had named _ the 
creation of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation and its provisions 
to aid states. 

“Mr, Crisp had been in Georgia 
campaigning for 10 days when the 
bill was passed, but he said he was 
for it, even if it did give me power. 
I have applied for the maximum sum 
that Georgia could borrow under the 
terms of the measure, but I haven't 
heard from the appl'cation, although 
other states already have been rrant- 
ed such loans.

Enforcement officers and citizens of

But the south has 
nothing to fear, even should this 
move be even partially successful, 
because India cannot produce the 
grade of either cotton or tobacco 
that competes with ours. 

All that is necessary, should this 
competition assume serious propor- 
tion, is for our cotton and tobacco 
farmers to improve the quality of 
their output—and this they should 
do, regardless of competition, so 
that it may well prove that the add- 
ed British protection for Indian out- 
puts will turn out to be a blessing 
in disguise for the southern farmer.

GERMANY’S CHIEF HANDICAP. 

Professor Warmbold, German 
minister of economics, is no doubt 
correct in his position that if Ger- 
many is to meet her foreign debt 
payments, barriers hindering the 
exportation of her goods must be 
removed. 


Commenting on the statements 
appearing recently in certain New 
York financial publications that 
Germany is “flirting” with the 
idea of reducing her private debts, 
especially in the United States, “‘by 
a one-sided operation,’ Minister 
Warmbold emphatically declares 
that “the government will do 
everything humanly possible to 
render the reich’s service on debts 
safe under all circumstances and 
that private German debtors will do 
all within their power to live up 
to their obligations.” 

Money does not grow on the 
trees in Germany any more than it 
does in any other country. To ac- 
quire the wherewithal to pay its 
debts Germany must have a pros- 
perous industry and commerce to 
tax. The business interests, in 
turn, must have trade to pay these 
taxes and their own foreign indebt- 
edness. 

The only place from which this 
money can come is from trade out- 
side the borders of the nation. 
is bled white financially 
and to be able to pay her govern- 
mental and private indebtedness 
she must sell her products and 
manufactured goods to other peo- 
ples. 

That 


is simple logic and the 
sooner the barriers raised by 
French animosity, the United 
States tariff wall and other similar 
impediments to German trade are 
removed, the more rapidly will she 
be able to liquidate her govern- 
mental and private debts. 

The removal of these barriers 
will be the chief problem to be 
faced by the forthcoming world 
economic parley. If this step is 
accomplished an immediate and 
widespread effect will be evi- 
dent.

Throughout the ages magic and 
superstition have emyhasized and ex- 
ploited the fear of death, with the 
result that the thought of death hangs 
like a sombre shadow over millions of 
lives, even in our enlightened modern 
world. It limits our sense of freedom, 
it is capable of poisoning the most 
joyous occasions and filling our minds 
with a sense of futility and bitter- 
ness.

The fathers who made this a nation devised checks and balances to 


anticipate every imaginable danger that might threaten their handiwork. 


But their experience of greed and graft was limited, and the wisest 
of men cannot prepare a defense against dangers that are unknown and

If they had suspected that future generations would confuse the 
identity of Uncle Sam and Santa Claus, our constitution doubtless would 
disfranchise every man on the public pay roll. 

Their oversight can be corrected by statute, and apparently it must 
be corrected if part of us are to escape the dreadful job of supporting 


the rest of us. 


The question to be decided is whether a man supported by the pub- 
lic has the right to determine how long that support shall continue and 


how generous it shall be. 


If an employe is injured, shall he or an unprejudiced jury fix the 


amount of his compensation? 


Under our present system, any class of citizens can organize to vote 
as a unit and obtain for each member an annual government subsidy of, 


say, fifty dollars. 


Such an absurdity is not probable, for large groups are hard to hold 


in line and people seldom invite public censure if the reward is small 


and their need not urgent. 


But it is human nature to ride a free horse to death, and public 


opinion matters little to those who need the ride. 
Once the members of this class have a taste of easy money, self-in- 


terest blinds them to all things that threaten their graft. 


A realization 


of their power silences the voice of conscience and they invent reasons 
to demand more and more until at last their annual take is $5,000 each. 


How do they do it? 


Simply by threatening to unhorse any con- 


gressman who opposes their demands. 
Congressmen are paid more than they could earn in private life. 


They live in dread of losing their jobs. 


Most of them will obey any 


organization that has power to defeat them at the polls. 
But suppose that citizens wholly or partly supported by the public 


treasury were denied the right to vote?

LEMONS AND STRAWBERRIES. 

An osteopath contributes the fol- 
lowing interesting report: 

For years I was unable to eat 
strawberries on account of de- 
veloping a severe oxaluria, The 
wdeble came only in the sum- 
mertime during the strawberry 
season. Several years ago I 
learned that by taking lemon 
juice 1 could eat all the straw- 
berries 1 wished without any 
trouble. : 

The theory is that the acid of 
the citrus fruit combines with 
the calcium to prevent the forma- 
tion of calcium oxalate crystals. 
It is said the citrates throw cal- 
cium out of action by forming a 
soluble double salt. 

Whether the chemistry is right 
T don’t know, but do know 
that some of my patients as well 
as myself now eat all the straw- 
berries we wish without suffer- 
ing unpleasant effects, simply by 
taking our lemonade with the 
same meal. It is a delightful! 
beverage on a hot summer day. 

This is not an original concep- 
tion of mine. I] read it in an old 
book, “Physiological Principles,” 
by W. L. Brown (Wm. Wood & 
Co.), which I have had for many 
years. 

1 submit this in the hope that 
it may benefit some of your 
many readers.

By oxaluria the doctors mean the 
presence of crystals of calcium oxalate 
in the urine. Normally the oxalic acid 
content of the urine is small, less 
than one-half grain a day. There may

rhubarb, or even strawber- 
But wost of us can take care 
of that and more oxalic without any 
trouble. If certain individuals expe- 
rience trouble from eating such foods, 
it is natural to infer that the trov- 


ble is from vxalic, but this has not 


been proved, so far as I can learn, 
by the simple experiment of admin- 
istering to such a sensitive individ- 
ual the grain or two of calcium ox- 
alate without his knowledge and pro- 
ducing the characteristic symptoms. 

One sufferer in whose case 1 was 
interested had repeated § attacks 
which were diagnosed as oxaluria, 
though with unsatisfactory urinalytic 
findings to support the diagnosis. For 
a year or two, the patient carefully 
eschewed all foods which contain 
much oxalic radicle. But the attacks 
recurred and grew worse, and finally 
a correct diagnosis was made—colon 
bacillus infection of the kidney pelvis 
(pyelitis), and not only did this clear 
up when an autogenons bacterin was 
administered but the patient re- 
sumed eating the foods which contain 
radicle and noticed no un- 
pleasant consequence.

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Aug. 23.— 
(?)—The Alabama house of represent- 
atives late today passed the admin- 
istration-sponsored bills for submis- 
sion of an income tax amendment and 
a $20,000,000 bond issue amendment 
to the electorate on November 8 as a 


means of balancing the state’s budget 
and. pay its debts.

volved. For one thing, the present 
cotton crop is being produced cheaper 
than at any time since the nineties. 
This is due, he said to the contract 
tenant system under which large 
southern plantations are operated and 
its relation to price increases during 
the growing season. In addition, cot- 
ton exports are greater now than since 
1927. 


Costs Lower. 

The federal reserve board's cotton 
expert explained that with a price of 
5 cents a pound at the start of the 
season, tenant farmers were contract- 
ed for a price of around 40 cents an 
acre. This represents the cost to the 
jlantation owner for growing his crop. 
le the price had been higher at the 
start of the season, then the tenant 
labor cost would have been propor- 
tionately higher. 

The tenant and the plantation own- 
er share fifty-fifty from the income 
from the crop. which will mean that 
both this year should receive good pro- 
ceeds from the crop. There will be a 
short crop this year, Last agriculture 
department estimates were slightly 
under 12,000,000 bales. This may be 
reduced, and the price may go to .0 
or 12 cents a pound, if the present 
comodity price rise continues, James 
indicated. 

Cotton exports for the year ending 
July 31 aggregated 58,708,000 bales. 
comparing with 6,760,000 for the_pre- 
vious year. Exports in July, the last 
month of the cotton export year, were 
449,000 bales, contrasting with 259.- 
000 in July, 1931. June exports this 
vear were 360,000 bales and May 501,- 

bales. 

A short crop in China and India 
this year is partly responsible for the 
increased demand for American cot- 
ton.

Mr. Levin was sitting South, and 
devided on a bold stroke. Granted the 
hearts would break, there were only 
2 losing tricks in the hand—namely, 
a spade loser and a diamond loser. 
If he bid three hearts, North might 
pass. In fact, with South’s holding, 
North must almost inevitably do so. 
Therefore, South, who was very fond 
of rich Slam bonuses, took matters 
in his own hand and bid the Slam at 
once, 

West opened a club, and 
North's hand was laid down, Mr. 
Levin covered with the Knave_ in 
Dummy, hoping that Kast might hold 
the King and play it, and that thus 
he might find a discard for his losing 


when 


spade. When this play did not ma- | 


terialize, Mr. Levin léd a small heart 
to the Queen and then ruffed a club 
in his own hand. He felt that the 
diamond finesse involved too great an 
element of risk and that he might 
later perhaps use a losing diamond as 
an exit play from his own hand. 
Two rounds of trumps followed, leav- 
ing East with a high card in the 
trump suit. Hoping against hope that 
the age of miracles had not passed. 
Mr. Levin then laid down the Ace of 
diamonds, and when West dropped 
the 9. the situation looked much bet- 
ter. This was confirmed by the fall 
of the Queen on the next round, fol- 
lowed by two more rounds of dia- 
monds, ‘ast discarding a spade on 
the last diamond, All that was now 
needed to complete the contract was 
for East to have the King of spades, 
as his hand was now void of cards in 
any other suit except the high trump. 
He was then put in with the lead of 


away from the spade King and thus 
permit the Py of the contract. 

In sending in this hand, Mr. Levin 
asked me to comment on the bidding 
and play. The bidding. of course, was 
overbold. South’s hand. containing as 
it did a singleton, su ted unbal- 
ance in other hands. Even with the 
Dummy exposed, it was apparent that 
there must be a diam loser. ex- 
cept with favorable 
Safeguarding this, however, and drop- 
ping the diamond Queen _ either 
through a finesse or finding it only 
once-guarded, South still had to find 
a favorable distribution of the trumps 
to make his contract. 

Slams carry with them rich bonnus- 
es, but they should be scientifically 
bid and should not depend upon as 
many tavorable breaks as were re- 
quired in this case. There’ is an old 
adage that “fortun favors the brave,” 
but there is a wide dividing line be- 
tween a gamble which may result dis- 
astrously and sheer timidity which 
should always lose, 
~ Mr. Levin's bidding can only be 
described as a gamble. Its success 
depended on a fortunate outcome in 
two out of three possible eventuali- 
ties. Regardless of the résult, the 
Slam should not have been bid. 

Today’s Pointer. 

A direct bid fcr Slam without 
knowledge of whether or not partner 
can support the bid is a leap in the 
dark. Even when such bids have a 
happy oufcome for their maker, they 
are fiot in accord with sound bid- 
ding principles.

DR. LEROY LOEMKER 
TALKS OF GERMANY 
BEFORE LIONS CLUB 


An analysis of German character 
and political trend was given mem- 
bers of the Lions Club at their week- 
lv luncheon Tuesday at the Henry 
Grady hotel by Dr. Leroy E. Loemker. 
dean of the school of philosophy of 
Emory University. 

The German people still cling to 
the idea of Kultur, or intense national 
culture, and he gave as an instance 
the woman who cooked for a group of 
students during the speaker's college 
days in Berlin who had seen 16 
Shakesperean plays produce, It was 
possible, Dr. Loemker said. to see 
dramatic productions for as little as 
10 cents. Every town had its theater 
and its music, all subsidized by the 
local government. Pe 

The average German ts still in- 
tensely national, or patriotic, Dr. 
Loemker said, and accepts govern- 
mental regulation without question. 
although of recent years there has 
been rebelion in certain quarters. 

Dr. Loemker is of German parent- 
age, and was a student in German 
universities. Members of the college 
fraternities practiced duelling when 
he was there, and prized their scars, 
which they took pains not to heal too 

rfectly. Although this practice has 
sew prohibited by law since the war, 
it is still carried on secretly, he said. 

The average income of half of the 
German population is not more than 
$250 a year, Dr. Loemker said, but 
at that these people got more out of 
life, seem more contented and happier 
than Americans of the corresponding
